the uanio of Alexander 1. ot Russia. 
It is to-tho effect that.the1 .omiiero'r In 
1825 was sojourning In the Crimea. 
When near Taganrog his coachman by 
soinu means managed to overturn tbo 
carriage of n court courier named 
Mnrltof, who was billed. 
The em- 


peror, wishing to rid himself of tho 
cares ot state, so the slory runs, caus- 
ed It to be reported that It was (he 
himself who wai lulled. Then he car- 
ried out a plan which ho bad for long 
conceived of retiring .to Siberia and 
living there, under an .assumed name. 
Schilder, the historian, professes, to 
have satisfied himself that at' all 
events the remains in the Cathedral 
of Peter and Paul are those of the 
courier. Schilder asserts that he learn- 
ed this much from the children of 
Mnrkof. 


According to the legend, Alexander 


I. of' Russia died In Siberia In iSOl, 
but history records Hint ho died at 
Taganrog "in 1825. It seems that In 
1825 
a mysterious stranger appeared 


In Siberia. He gave his name as Fe- 
dor Kosmich nnd never revealed any 
other or the place whence ho came. 
He lived the life of a hermit and was 
received generally with 'respect.

ISTjO he accepted the Invitation of n 
rich merchant to take up his nbodo lu 
his house at Tomsk. There ho' was 
very retired and held communication 
only wllh Mile. Kromof nnd the mer- 
chant, her father.

Our Pacific Northwest. 


Centennial celebrations are numer- 


ous. Some of them have little cnuse 
for being. But the one opening Aug. 
10 at Astoria, Ore., Is of Interest to 
the entire TJnlled States. This little 
local exposition calls attention to the 
fact that a century has elapsed since 
the first settlement of Americans was 
made In the great Pacific northwest, 
now a laud of populous cities and 
towns and of great agricultural nnd In- 
dustrial wealth.

Perhaps nothing' illustrates better 


the vicissitudes of pronunciation'!ni 
English than a study of what is called 
the "Irish hroguc." This lingual mode, 
for It is scarcely to be called a dialect, 
is usually pi-esumc'd to be a deteriora- 
tion of lahgilngc duo to lack of educa- 
tion 
and 
contact 
with legitimate 


sources of English, It proves after n 
little study to be a preservation of the 
old method of pronouncing English, 
which has come down to a grout de- 
gree unchanged In Ireland from Shalio- 
speure's time. 


In Elizabeth's time, however, It came 


to bo realized that if there was to be 
any real affiliation of the two countries 
then the Irish language inuat be «ip- 
lilanled by English, and n definite ef- 
fort In Ibis directloii M'lis uiiulo. This 
change of speech, roscnlod and resist- 
ed, was nevertheless successfully ac- 
complished nil over tho island except 
In (he west wllliln n decade after 
Shakespeare's death.
